Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  siihmit  a Survey  Report  for  the  past  five  years,  the  subjects  being 
dealt  with  according  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  per  Circular  648  (England). 

Physical  Features  and  General  Characteristics  of  the  District. 

The  District  is  composed  of  13  Parishes  and  covers  an  area  of  62,544  acres.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  West  by  the  sea  coast,  on  the  East  by  the  Bodmin  Moors,  on  the  North  by  the  Launceston 
and  Stratton  Rural  Districts,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Bodmin  Rural  District.  The  high  granite 
moors  on  the  East  run  to  a height  of  1,375  feet  at  Brown  Willy  and  1,296  feet  at  Roughtor. 

The  River  Camel  with  its  tributaries  flows  south  and  drains  a good  slice  of  the  district, 
and  eventually  reaches  the  sea  at  Padstowv 

The  most  important  mineral  industries  of  the  district  are  granite,  slate,  and  china  clay, 
but  in  the  main  it  is  agricultural. 

The  woodlands  are  principally  conflned  to  the  sheltered  valleys.

ADVENT. — This  Parish  with  the  exception  of  the  china  clay  industry  is  practically  all 

agriculture. 

FOERABURY  AND  MINSTER  (Boscastle). — This  is  an  agricultural  Parish  but  it  may 
also  claim  to  be  a first  rank  health  and  summer  resort  which  is  recognised  by  the  large  influx  of 
visitors  every  year. 

LANTEGLOS  (Camelford). — This  is  a market  town  ijractically  the  centre  of  the  district. 
The  chief  industry  is  agriculture. 

ST.  BEEWARD. — This  is  also  an  agricultural  district  with  a good  expanse  of  moorland. 
It  is  also  noted  for  its  flne  granite  production,  and  china  clay  industry. 

ST.  TEATH  with  Delabole. — Agriculture  is  the  chief  industry  in  this  Parish,  but  it  is 
also  the  home  of  the  Old  Delabole  Slate  Co.  and  has  been  so  for  the  past  370  years  and  at  present 
employs  about  400  men.  There  is  also  a silver  lead  mine  near  St.  Teath  village  which  has  been 
closed  down  for  the  past  three  years. 

TINTAGEL. — This  Parish  has  been  fairly  progressive  during  the  past  five  years.  Many 
houses  have  been  built,  and  it  is  also  considered  one  of  the  chief  attractions  for  visitors  in  North  Corn- 
wall. Its  industries  are  agriculture  iind  slate. 

DAVIDSTOWE,  LESNEWTH,  MICHAELSTOWE,  OTTEEHAM,  ST.  CLETHER,  ST. 
■IFLIOT,  TEEVALGA. — These  Parishes  without  exception  are  practically  agriculture.

Water. 

Consulling  Water  Engineers  were  engaged  in  1921  to  survey  and  report  on  the  water  sources 
at  Tinlagfd  and  St.  Breward.  June  1922,  Colonel  Smalhnan  (Ministry  of  Health)  inspected  the  various 
h....j«lie  in  the  Tintagel  district.  1 1th  February,  1923,  A.  W.  Brightmoro,  Esq.,  D.Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer- 
ing' Department,  .'linistry  of  Health,  held  the  Public  J'hiquiry  at  St.  Breward  re  what  is  now  the  completed 
;;ie  for  that  Parish.  A.  W.  Cross,  Esq.,  M.I.C.E.  (M.O.H.),  held  the  Public  Enquiry  in  connection  with 
1 North  flornwall  Water  Sclieme  ;it  Delahole,  St.  Tetith,  on  the  2nd  December,  1923.  In  December,  1923, 
V.'.  Pro  Emi.  (.Ministfy  of  Health)  surveyed  and  insjiected  the  water  supplies  of  the  district.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  towns  of  Boscastle  and  Camelford  are  drained,  also  parts  of  St.  Teath  and  Delabole. 
Camelford  sewerage  woihs,  which  are  of  the  septic  tank  order,  are  inspected  daily.  Sewage  disposal  in  the 
remaining  parts  of  the  district  is  by  cesspool.

About  50  prer  cent,  of  houses  in  the  district  have  water  closets.  Privy  middens  have  prractically  disappeared. 
In  view  of  the  extensive  water  supplies  being  carried  out  and  prospects  of  additional  sewerage  connections, 
it  is  anticipated  that  large  numbers  of  prail  closets  will  be  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  carried  out  bj^  the  Council  at  Camelford,  Boscastle,  Tintagel,  Delabole  and  St.  Breward. 
Tintagel  extended  its  sj’stem  in  1925  so  as  to  include  Trethevey. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  necessary. 

Schools. 

There  are  13  schools  in  the  district,  12  Elementary  and  one  Secondary.  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  inspected  periodically.  Camelford  elementary  and  secondary  schools  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Council’s  main,  with  water  carriage  conveniences.  Delabole  school  has  no  drinking  water  supply 
attached  to  it,  but  with  the  North  Cornwall  Water  scheme  passing  close,  it  is  anticipated  this  want  will 
be  attended  to.  St.  Breward  school  has  no  drinking  water  attached  although  there  is  a supply  from  a 
spiring  within  a few  j-ards  of  the  playground.  This  pirobably  will  be  suppilied  by  the  new  scheme  which  has 
been  carried  out  in  this  Parish. 

Davidstowe  has  no  drinking  water  in  the  school,  but  a good  suppily  can  be  obtained  from  the 
school  house  which  is  attached.  Michaelstowe  has  a public  supiply  quite  close  but  no  drinking  water  on 
the  premises.  Boscastle  has  a good  water  supply  in  the  school  from  the  Boscastle  main,  and  the  lavatory 
arrangements  are  on  the  water  carriage  system.  Otterham  has  an  apipiroved  supipily  in  the  school. 

St.  Teath-  There  is  no  drinking  supiply  in  this  school,  but  drinking  water  can  be  obtained 
from  the  school  house  which  is  attached.  Possibly  when  the  new  North  Cornwall  Water  scheme  reaches 
the  Parish  this  school  will  be  connected.  St.  Juliot.  This  school  has  a convenient  supiply  from  the  same 
source  that  supplies  the  school  house.  St.  Clether.  This  school  has  no  suppily  of  drinking  water.

During  the  last  two  years  special  supervision  was  made  of  all  slaughter  houses  owing  to  the 
outbreaks  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  various  parts  of  England.  Fortunately  no  cases  occurred  in  this 
district. 

Meat. 

The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  and  Slaughterhouses  Order  came  into  operation  in  April 
of  last  year.  Of  the  11  slaughterhouses  repairs  were  carried  out  in  eight  before  registration.  The  general 
condition  of  the  slaughterhouses  is  ver>'  fair  considering  that  most  of  them  are  old.  When  the  Meat  Acts 
came  into  force  the  Council  had  several  thousand  “ Notification  of  Slaughter  forms  ” printed  and  an  ade- 
quate supply  issued  to  every  butcher  in  the  district.  The  method  is  working  very  efficiently.  All  diseased 
and  condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  bj^  being  buried  in  lime. 

The  butchers’  shops  in  the  district  are  really  very  fair  and  some  very  good,  clean,  well  lighted 
and  ventilated,  and  all  meat  for  sale  is  exposed  behind  glass.  There  are  no  open-air  stalls.  Meat  is  also 
conveyed  to  the  outlying  districts  by  motor  van  and  horse-drawn  vehicles,  supervision  of  which  has  found 
very  little  to  complain  of.  The  humane  killer  is  used  in  every  slaughterhouse  in  the  district. 


Milk. 


The  importance  of  a wholesome  milk  supply  cannot  be  over  estimated,  forming  as  it  does  so 
large  a proportion  of  the  daily  food  of  infants,  young  children  and  invalids.  But  I believe  that  the  milk 
supply  of  this  district  is  good.  The  Dairy  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shop  Order  has  been  adopted.  The  working 
of  this  Order  has  had  to  be  executed  with  a certain  amount  of  tact  and  discretion  owing  to  the  fact  that 
this  district  is  a rural  one  aud  a large  proportion  of  the  cowsheds  and  buildings  are  very  old,  and  also  that 
a fair  proportion  of  the  owners  are  only  smallholders.  But  generally  speaking  the  Act  has  commenced  to 
work  very  smoothly  aud  farmers,  smallholders  and  cowkeepers  generally  have  responded  very  well  regard- 
ing repairs  aud  other  matters  which  have  been  ordered  to  be  done.  The  dairies  in  the  district  are  very  good- 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  three  in  the  district.  These  are  inspected  periodically  as  per  F.  and  W.  Act,  1901. 
They  are  very  well  kept  and  none  are  under  ground.

The  above  table  for  the  past  five  years  shews  a good  record  with  the  exception  of  an  outbreak 
of  scarlet  fever  at  St.  Breward  in  1925  to  which  it  was  confined.  The  epidemic  was  mild  in  type  and  in 
consequence  was  the  chief  cause  of  the  disease  spreading,  as  many  cases  were  so  mild  they  went  unrecog- 
nised and  thus  became  the  foci  of  infection.  There  is  also  not  that  cai’e  exercised  which  should  be  in 
many  families  in  the  matter  of  isolation  owing  to  a somewhat  prevalent  idea  that  children  are  bound  to 
have  it  and  the  sooner  the  better.  I would  point  out  tliat  in  shielding  a child  against  infection  during  the 
first  few  years  of  life  there  is  a double  gain.  Every  year  of  escape  from  scarlet  fever  renders  him  less  and 
less  susceptible,  until  finally  he  becomes  almost  insusceptible  ; and  secondly  if  he  should  ultimately  take 
the  disease,  every  year  that  the  attack  is  deferred  reduces  the  danger  to  life,  which  means  that  attacks  of 
scarlet  fever  become  both  less  severe  and  less  frequent  with  every  year  of  age  after  the  fifth.  The  same 
reasoning  applies  with  almost  equal  force  to  measles,  whooping  cough  and  the  other  infectious  complaints 
of  childhood. 

During  the  five  years  10  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  and  seven  deaths.  This,  of  course, 
is  out  of  all  propertion  and  is  due  to  neglect  of  notification.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  South 
Devon  and  East  Gornwall  Hospital  for  the  examination  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens. 


No  use  has  been  of  Schick  or  Dick  tests  in  diptheria  and  scarlet  fever  respectively  or  of  the 
i-ecently  developed  artificial  methods  of  immunization  against  these  diseases.  No  vaccinations  have  been 

l.:‘rformed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations 
1917.  Intimations  of  disease  fi’om  the  different  schools  in  the  district  are  well  up  to  date. 


Disinfection. 

This  is  carried  out  after  all  notified  cases  and  after  any  other  illness  if  required.  If  schools 
are  closed  owi)ig  to  an  epidemic  tliey  are  disinfected  before  re-opening.  As  soon  as  notification  is  received 
the  infected  house  or  premises  is  immediately  visited  and  all  contacts  kept  from  school  until  infection  has 
cumpletely  edeared  and  the  required  period  of  quarantine  has  expired.  If  this  has  no  inlluence  on  the 
])re;id  of  infection  the  schools  are  closed. 

Public  Conveniences. 

There  are  four  in  the  district,  viz.  : one  at  Camelford,  one  at  Trebarwith,  Tintagel,  one  at 
.Min-.ler,  Boscastle,  and  one  at  Forrabury,  Boscastle.  Plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  erection 
'.f  an  additional  one  at  Tintagfd  and  one  at  Camelford.  These  places  are  built  for  the  convenience  of  the 
1 Idic  .an.l  not,  as  sonn*  snjipose,  for  the  exhibition  of  iiltliy  scribblings  and  wilful  damage  which,  during 
tfo  ji."  \ fi\e  yoars,  has  caused  consideiablc  exjiense  and  tioulile.

Workhouse. 

During  the  year  1925  the  Guardians  carried  out  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  Poor 
Law  Institution  at  Camelford.  Additional  lighting  and  heating  arrangements  were  provided  and  a dis- 
infecting chamber  built.  Every  tramp  on  admission  is  bathed  and  his  clothes  disinfected.  This  is  a 
decided  improvement  as  in  whatever  condition  a tramp  is  admitted  he  is  discharged  clean.

The  housing  problem  is  still  an  important  matter  and  every  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Council  to  encourage  the  erection  of  working-class  dwellings  by  private  enterprise.  A scheme  was  intro- 
duced last  j ear  whereby  a workingman  desiring  to  build  could  borrow  from  the  Council  90  per  cent,  on  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  house.  This  scheme  was  introduced  solely  to  encourage  the  bona-fide  workingmen 
of  the  district  to  build  and  own  their  own  houses.  Unfortunately  only  a few  persons  availed  themselves 
of  this  offer.  Also  the  subsidy  £75  given  under  the  1923  Act  was  increased  to  £100  (the  difference  between 
the  subsidy  and  the  £100  to  be  given  by  the  Council)  to  encourage  private  building.  Under  this  scheme 
several  houses  have  been  built,  and  at  the  present  time  a Council  scheme  is  being  prepared  to  erect  houses 
at  Lanteglos,  St.  Teath,  Tintagel,  St.  Breward  and  Boscastle,  with  a possibility  of  further  extensions  later.
